in all vehicles. County Judge O. B.

;he levy, ranging from 2 on bug- 
gies to $10 on passenger cars and

'rom $50,000 to $60,000 per 
year.

Meat proteins contain this fac- 
tor; vegetable proteins 
do not. 


Lack of this animal protein factor 
in grains and vegetables, Dr. Sure 
said, is one of the reasons most 
people must eat meat to remain 
healthy.

Many c o m m u n i t i e s closed 
schools and banned public gather- 
ings of children today following a 
sharp increase in polio cases dur- 
ing the past week. 


At Chicago, public health

cians issued a special warning on 
anti-polio precautions. They said 
personal cleanliness was one'of the 
biggest factors in avoiding the di- 
sease. 


Several Wisconsin communities 
closed their swimming pools, and 
Brookfield township in Waukesha 
county barred all public gather- 
ings of children, including Sunday 
schools, after five 
cases 
broke 


out. The- University of Wisconsin 
cancelled its orchestral and choral 
music clinic for high school stu- 
dents. 


.The Iowa Health department ad- 
vised six counties to "discourage" 
large public meetings and the city 
of Dubuque cancelled all public 
assemblies of children under 17. 
One of the slate's counties called 
off its fair. 


In New York state, the town of 


Springville was sprayed with DDT 
from airplanes as a precaution. 


The U. S. public health service 
said 1,963 new cases were report- 
ed for the week ended July" 30, 
a 3G per cent increase over the 
previous week. The

Japan's

The Zaibatsu (the name means

cooperation as they skimmed the 
cream off the business of 70,000,- 
000 Japanese. 


One of the oldest Zaibtsvi fami 


lies, Mitsui, dates

1600's. It was founded by a

fessional w a r r i o r who 
turned 


winemakcr. 


Japan has always been run by 


powerful families, so her 
people 


found it not too strange to be rur 
by family monopolies. 


When Japan was opened to the 


outside world about BO years ago 
the Zaibatsu began pushing theii 
own economic horizons up "to anc 
beyond Japan's new frontiers. 


They made money out of Work 


War I and were ready and willing 
to arm the greater Japan. They 
encouraged m i 1 i t ary aggression 
when they thought it likely to sue 
ceed, advised against it when they 
thought it wouldn't.
